DeiiEC Smoko 
Hampers Firemen 


Owing to the t'net that it was 


almost an hour before the real 
blaze, could be located through 
the dense smoke, as it had been 
creeping along between a double 
floor in the opera house, the Ma- 
sons were nimble to get anything 
out of their rooms save their pa- 
pers and this only by volunteers 
claimbiug up the fire escapes and 
breaking through 
windows.

For a time it seemed that there 


was little but smoke to the fire 
and there were many who believ-

ance from their fire department. 
Later when tlic 
roaring flames 


suddenly burst, out from a row of 
siliall ornamental windows on the 
bird i'loor on the Third street 
iide and the first show of flames 
afforded the huudrcds of intense- 
ly interested spectators, he called 
Portsmouth. The Portsmouth de- 
partment, got as far as "VVKeelers- 
bnrg and was turned back, ns the 
fire was by that time apparently 
under control.

til the window sashes on the third 
floor, Third"street .side" of the 
building, began to

moments a seething mass of'fire, 
fanned by a brisk breeze, swept 
out of these windows and almost 
across the street. This .was the 
crucial moment of the fire and in- 
tenso excitement erigned. The 
fierce heat cracked the windows 
in the Home Dry Goods-store,.A.

Blaze Was 
Spectacular 


.The fire at this pointa'cached 


iU most spectacular stage. Hear- 
ing with the .draft of tho w.est 
wind, tho flames burst through 
the windows in the upper floor of 
the building, curled 
about the 


tower in long tongues that licked 
np wood and brick nnd stone and 
in a few minutes the crashing of 
the falling debris, the scattering 
of firemen 
and 
spectators, the 


swaying of the 'Iranian throngs 
pressed back 
by the heat and 


smoke and water sprays and tho 
wild clamor of a general fear 
made a scene that will long be 
remembered. Huge sparks leap- 
ed' high above 
the 
billows, of 


smoke and writhing flames which 
crowned tho top of tho doomed 
building and swept by the breeze, 
set fire to many buildings as they 
fell. . 


All along the cast side of Third 


street the awnings caught fire hut 
this had been anticipated and tho 
blazes woro speedily extinguished. 
A firo started at tho 
Central 


Hardware Co., but prompt action 
prevented its spread. 
Incipient 


fires were also extinguished along 
the entire street and it was only 
extreme good forttino and per- 
sistent work .that prevented tho 
loss of the square from tho Bay 
corner south.

districl the same excitement was 
apparent. Mado w.iso by tho con- 
flagration of some years ago when 
so many homes wero destroyed by 
sparks from tho-lumber mill firo, 
home owners wero on tho alert 
and fires in tho roofs of many 
buildings woro extinguished with 
garden hoso or buckets of water.
